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Abraham  Lincoln  has  had  more  written  about  him 
than  any  other  American.  No  man  in  American  history 
was  closer  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  than  this  6'  4" 
homely  figure  whose  primary  aim  was  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  and  its  democratic  principles.  His  concern  for 
the  South,  so  well  expressed  in  his  second  Inaugural  Ad- 
dress, "With  malice  toward  none;  with  charity  for  all," 
showed  his  steadfast  interest  in  the  entire  nation.  Both 
North  and  South  mourned  the  loss  of  Lincoln.

This  sensitive  head,  with  its  uneven  part  and  shaggy  fore- 
lock, would  seem  to  be  based  on  an  early  Lincoln,  one  that 
Matthew  Brady  caught  in  1861  with  his  famous  camera  shot 
of  Lincoln  reading  to  Tad.  Later  photographs,  taken  after 
the  second  inauguration,  show  his  face  gaunt  and  lined  with 
the  shock  of  war  and  personal  tragedy. 

Mr.  Heilborn  has  exhibited  at  the  Montclair  Museum,  the 
National  Academv  of  Design,  and  the  National  Sculptors 
Society.  His  Lincoln  mask  hangs  over  the  Gettysburg  Address 
in  the  Lincoln  Museum  in  Washington,  and  his  Carl  Sand- 
burg head  may  be  seen  at  the  New  York  Historical  Society 
Museum.

One  of  the  few  pieces  still  extant  which  antedate  the 
coming  of  the  first  missionaries  to  the  islands.  Old  records 
from  Providence's  Franklin  Society,  a  scientific  group 
founded  in  1821,  indicate  it  was  brought  home  to  Provi- 
dence by  a  Rhode  Island  sea  Captain  in  the  early  1800's, 
when  clipper  ships  carried  astute  collectors.  The  God  Stick, 
an  ancient  household  Divinity,  represents  the  God  of 
Polynesians,  and  in  this  case  accompanied  migrants  from 
a  former  homeland,  presumably  Tahiti  in  the  Society 
Islands,  to  Hawaii.  Metal  loop  is  set  in  back  for  hanging.

The  12  islands  in  the  Marquesas  Group  in  the  South  Pacific, 
about  740  miles  N.  E.  of  Tahiti,  were  ports-of-call  during  the 
days  of  the  Clipper  Ships.  Native  artifacts  were  thus  brought 
to  New  England.  Beautifully  carved,  this  Stilt  Step  is  one  of 
the  few  examples,  found  in  the  United  States,  of  Polynesian 
creative  abilities.
